The syndicate had assured the de- 
partment previously, he added, that 
their sales were confined to the past 
two weeks and that the check-up had 
covered only that period. 

Hyde denied Beliteky’s statement 
that the sales could not have appre- 
ciably affected the trend of prices on 
the Chicago market due to the turn-

bushels‘a day. 

“The answer is found in the course 
of prices during the four days covered 
by the sales so far identified,” Hyde 
aid.

“The sales by Soviet Russia were 
prokably not responsible for all of this 
drop. I do say that such sales, added 
to the other bear factors, contributed 
greatly to a bear psychology which 
depressed the market.

FINGERPRINTS 
HAD INCEPTION 
WITH CHINESE 


Was Adopted By Them as 
Early as 700 B.C. is | 
Claim

NEW YORK, Sept The mod- 
ern system of identification through 
fingerprints had its inception among 
the Chinese as early as 700 BC. and 
was widely adopted by Europeans in, 
the Seventeenth century 

This is the contention of Edmond 
Locard of the technical police labora- 
tory at Lyons, France 

A resume of Mr. Locard’s ar! icle, 
published recenUy in the “Detective 
magazine of Paris, traces the history 
of the present worldwide system as 
it was developed by various scientists 
for later use in criminal fingerprint | 
bureaus in police work 

Mr. Locard writes 

“In 1866, Marcello Malpighi, in his 
“Letter to Ruffus,’ treats in remark- 
able detail of the designs shown on 
the finger-tips. We may say that Mal- 
pighi was the first to interest himself 
in these digital designs, He was the 
etand{father of daciyloscopy. 

“After him, several other anatom- 
ists described these designs, more or 
less definitely, But the Iegitimate fa- 
ther of dactyloscopy was Jean Evan- 
gelst Purkinje 

“This Bohemian professor of anat- 
omy published in 1823. A Physiolog- 
feal Examination of the Organ of 
Sight and the Cutaneous System,’ 
which is the first treatise containing 
a description and classification of the 
digital designs. He died in 1869, with- 
out having foreseen the immense ser- 
vices of his work in criminology 

Used Prints in 1858. 

“gir William James Hershell was 
f administrator of the Hooghly 
district of Bengal. In 1858 he began 
to use fingerprints to au(hernticate 
contracts written in Bengali Instead 
of signing, or after having signed, the 
Hindus applied a finger dipped in 
ink. It would seem that at first Her- 
shell did not know that the imprint 
Was unique, and could be identified 

“Perhaps he was simply utilizing 
the mythical idea, held by both 
Hindus and Chinese, that a trace left 
of bodily contact was more binding 
than a mere signature, Long expert- | 
ence, however, satisfied Mershell of | 
a fact that even Purkinje had_ not 
discovered—namely, that the papillary 
ridges are identificatory signs par 
excellence. In 1877 he sent a semi- 
official request for permission to use 
the same method with prisoners. He 
also used it in the pension service 

“But Hershell had published noth- 
ing about all this when there ap- 
peared in Nature (London, Oct. 18, 
1880) a letter from Dr. Henry Faulds, 
an English physician in a Tokio hos- 
pital.
